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THE DEBATE IN THE l«M- 
MOSS. 



A Great CliiinKi' hi Canadian 
Sentiment on III* 1 Subject. 

Mr. Blake rtuuimec] the debate on Mr. 
Shaktmpuare k motion Lhat in thu opinion 
of this In. line, n is expedient to enact u 
law prohibit ing the incoming of Chinese 
tu that portion i. f t'ailttdtl Known us tho 
provinoo of Urit is h Columbia. IK- point 
ed out that thu colonics of Victoria und 
Queensland prohibited the immigration 
of Chinese. The State of California did 
the same thuiL,'. He thought Canada 
could not do better than follow examples 
of tho legislatures of these places, par 
ticularly as Chinamen were an undesir- 
able class. As recently as 1882 eight 
thousand Mongolians arrived in British 
Columbia. Out of that consignment 
there were not five women. The pre 
sonce of these foreigners was a great draw- 
back to the province. They worked for 
lower wages than Englishmen demanded, 
and only spent from ten to fifteen cents a 
day in food. As they worked so cheaply 
they kept out an advantageous class of 
settlers, and as they lived on the ijnell of 
an oil rag they took money out of the 
country and prevented it from circulating 
in the country. Then die morals of the 
Chinese were had in the extreme. Brit 
ish Columbia had a great grievance in 
this Chinese matter, and ho trusted 
sincerely that parliament would remove 
it. 

Mr. Allen said he had had experience 
with the Chinese and he was of opinion, 
after knowing their habits and their im- 
morality, that they should be excluded 
from the Dominion. The Chinese were 
not only immoral, but they came into 
competition with white labor and kept it 
out of thu country. He was not prepared 
to j[p^lt present quite so far as the mover, 
who proposed to gn even farther than 
Australia and California. LLe'; would 
thoreforo move that the resolution bo am- 
ended by substituting the word restrict 
ing for prohibiting. 

Mr. Biake regretted this motion, as it 
prevented British Columbia fiom getting 
what it desired, mid that was the sense of 
tho house on the subject with a view to 
future legislation. 

Mr. Cordon stated that public opinion 
was growing in its opposition to Chinese 
immigration. In view of this, he felt 
sorry that the motion to adjourn the de- 
bate had been moved. 

Mr. Barnard pointed out that a few 
yearB ago it was impossible to get a hear- 
ing in the house on this question Now 
the feeling was so changed that fully half 
tho members took thu view which Brit- 
ish Columbia had for so long taken upon 
it, and this was not a matter for surprise, 
for if the Chinamen continued in British 
Columbia they would soon get a foothold 
in the North- West, and then they would 
not he long in finding their way to tho 
centre of the Dominion, and doing as 
much damage to labour there as they were 
■doing in the west. 

Mr. Fairbank favored the restriction 
rather than the prohibition of Chinese 
immigrants. 

Mr. Foster opposed the shelving of the 
question by adjourning of the debate. 
Ho was this year, as he was last year, op- 
posed to the prohibition of the Chinese 
simply because they were Chinese, but he 
favored tho restriction of immigration. 
If a Chinaman was a decent and respect- 
able man, he had as much right here as 
any other man. If . ho was not a decent 
man he should be excluded. Oc would, 
therefore, vote for thu resolution as pro- 
posed to be amended by the member for 
North Grey. 

Mr. Wood sympathized with the views 
of the last speaker, and held that the di- 
rect question as to the desirability of re- 
stricting Chinese immigration should be 
voted upon . 

Mr. Hesson believed it would be desjr- 
able to restrict the class of immigration 
of which the gentlemen from the west so 
greatly complained. 

Sir John Moudonald— As I have said 
<jn several occasions, there is a great ileal 
in the objection taken to unrestricted im- 
migration into British Columbia of people 
from China. These people are not of our 
people. They are not of our race. They 
do not mix with ns at all. They do not 
even become settlers. They come to 
British Columbia and work for .1 little 
time, make a little money, and then re- 
turn to their own country, taking the 
money with them. Then there are moral 
reasons, which one need not discuss here, 
which render the presence 01 the Mon- 
golian race very undesirable . All that I 
quite understand. However, there are 
some considerations which one must not 
lose sight of. In the first place, 1 do not 
know at this moment what the treaties be- 
tween England and China on the subject 
of intercourse, commercial and otherwise, 
are. I presume, however, that England 
•would not interfere with any legislation of 
■ours, as she has permitted such legislation 
in the Australian colonies. -There is an- 
other point which has also to be consider- 
ed very carefully. It is tljia. Wo are 
just pushing thu Canadian Pacific railway. 
One of the objects of completing that 
railway is to allow Canada to compete 
with the 1'nited States 111 the Asiatic 
trade. 1 am glad to learn that our great 
Canadian steamship company have it. 
seriously in contemplation to establish a 
first-rate class of steamers as soon as the 
Canadian Pacific railway is finished to 
Port Moody, running from Port Moody 
or Victoria to Hong Kong, and perhaps to 
'Cant '!- These steamers will have to 



make arrangements in China for getting 
the trade of that country, and it might 
seriously impede the success of that line 
if the Chinese government, and it is a 
well informed government, knowing all 
thai goes on 111 the outer world, were to 
find that though wanting to trade with 
them we had excluded their people from 
our land. This is 11 matter of grave con 
sideration. Then, as regards immigra 
tion in the past, there are certain con- 
tracts in connection with the Canadian 
Pacific railway which will be finished, 1 
suppose, next year. I do not think tho 
government could have lot such satisfac- 
tory contracts if it had been supposed 
that the contractors could not get Chinese 
labor. The government, however, are 
fully alive to the importance of this ques- 
tion, and I believe that oil the completion 
of the Canadian Pacific railway British 
Columbia will be in a condition to supply 
its labor with Knglish, Scotch, and Irish 
labor, and Chinese labor will not he a 
necessity. 1 would suggest in the mean- 
time that the hon. gentleman should not 
press his motion now, not because it is 
not desirable that it should be passed up- 
on, but because the government will dur 
ing the present summer take the whole 
subject up, considering its trade relations, 
its social relations, and its moral relations 
as well — (hear, hear) — and will be prepar- 
ed to come down next session with the 
conclusions it has arrived at. (Hear, 
hear). We will issue a rotntniirsion and 
have it sit next summer. The commis- 
sion will examine the whole question 
thoroughly in all its bearings, and with 
its report before us we will bo in a better 
position to deal with the subject next 
year. I am satisfied that the result of 
such a commission will be in the end the 
placing of restrictive regulations on 
Chinese labor. (Applause). 

Mr. Shakespeare said it was gratifying 
to hear so favorable an expression from 
the leader of the government, but he 
really thought there would not he any 
difficulty with thu Imperial government if 
legislation was adopted, because no op- 
position had been offered to similar legis- 
lation by Australia. ]f :i restrictive law 
would prevent direct trade with China, all 
ho could say was that he Would rather 
have the restrictive law than the trade. 
He aski-d hon. members to take thu mat- 
ter home personally .and fancy themselves 
and their families surrounded by the 
moral influences winch accompanied 
Chinese immigration into any district. 
He did not hope for much in the way of 
results from the appointment of a com- 
mission, because sufficient evidence on 
the subject was taken before a committee 
of the house in ltfT'.f 

Mr. Gordon pressed the resolution to a 
yote, and urged that the matter should 
receive (tie serious consideration of the 
house. The people of British Columbia 
were thoroughly alive to the importance 
of this question, and looked to parliament 
to give them reliof. 

Mr*.' Roberts (Hamilton) consented to 
withdraw his motion for the adjournment 
of the debate. 

Sir John Macdonuld Hind lhat after tho 
strong appeals made by tho representa- 
tives from British Colombia, he would 
suggest that tho amendment of the mem- 
ber for Grey (Mr. Allen) he amended by 
substituting tho words "restrictive and 
regulate" instead of tho word ''prohibit," 
and the words "Dominion of Canada" 
instead of "British Columbia." Parlia- 
ment could not make one law for British 
Columbia and another for the rest of the 
Dominion. 

The amendments as propose were ad- 
opted, and the resolution as amended was 
carried.

HEACON HILL t'A UK. 

The protest of Alex. C. Anderson, Esq., 
in reference to the building of an agricul- 
tural hull ;it Heucon Hill is deserving of 
attention. Whatever powers may or may 
mil have been vested ill the provincial 
'•overnment with reference to Beacon Hill 
park it is certain that the deed of the land 
from the government to the corporation 
dated -'1st of February, 1882. was given 
under the act to amend the Public Parks' 
Act, 1870, which declares thai it shall be 
lawful for the lieutenant-governor in 
council "to grant mid convey any public 
park as pleasure around set apart or re- 
served out of any crown lands of the pro 
vince for the recreation and enjoyment of 
the public to the city council or corpora- 
tion;" "upon trust to maintain and pre- 
serve the same for the use, recreation and 
enjoyment of the public, "said corporation 
to hold the land upon the trust and for 
purposes afores&id. The deed goes on to 
say that whereas "the public park or 
pleasure ground known as beacon Hill 
lias been set apart and reserved 
out of the crown lands of the province 
for the recreation and enjoyment of the 
public/' the land is granted accordingly 
for the purposes therein named "upon 
trust to the express use, intent and pur- 
pose that the said heriditametits and pre- 
mises hereby granted shall be maintained 
and preserved by the said corporation and 
their successors for the use, recreation 
ami enjoyment of the public." Under 
the provisions of tliis deed there would 
seem to be no objection to the building of 
an agricultural hall in the park as an edi- 
liee eminently adapted for "the use, re- 
creation and enjoyment of the public;" 
but the same remark may not apply to illl- 
migrant sheds which would not only be apt 
to be attended with many nuisances, but 
would not be likely in any way to conduce 
to the recreation and enjoyment of the 
public, and might In- positively dangerous 
in the case of any epidemic breaking out. 
The very name of "immigrant sheds" is 
suggestive, and though it is an improper 
term to give immigrant accommodation 
now, it doubtless had its rise in hastily 
constructed buildings for sheltering the 
immigrants who were landed with ship 
fever at Montreal. Immigrant accommo- 
dation uughl to occupy a healthy, conveni- 
ent and agreeable location, but certainly 
ought not to form an adjunct to parks or 
pleasure grounds Our climate is a very- 
favorable one, but immigrants are mortal 
and liable to diseases, like, other people, 
which they are likely to contract on the 
journey notwithstanding the great advan- 
tages in overland travel and the compara- 
tively short space of tune required. Il is 
just possible that when t he subject conies 
to be considered in connection with the 
conditions of the grant of the park to the 
corporation and the suggestions which 
have been made in relation to tile sanitary 
phase of the subject it will be deemed 
that immigrant accommodation ought t > 
be provided elsewhere; but the agricultur- 
al hall can scarcely be objected to on the 
ground advocated by Mr. Anderson. In 
deed.it would seem to be a legitimate pur- 
pose to which to put a portion of the 
• -rounds.

Montreal, April The libel case 
brought by the Canada Shipping Company 
for 825,000 damages against the Ottawa 
Free Press was concluded to-day after an 
olequent and forcible address to the jury 
by Mr. U. P. Davidson, Q (J., who repre- 
sented the company. The jury found for 
the plaintiffs and defendants will be cast 
in heavy costs. 

Winnipeg, April 3. —A terrible disaster 
occurred near Port Arthur on the railroad 
in course of construction yesterday by 
which six men were killed and several in- 
jured inure or less seriously. The fatality 
was caused by the premature explosion of 
a blast. 

Kingston, April- The pewholders of 
St. George's Cathedral (Anglican) held a 
meeting and passed a resolution expressing 
the desiro that a change be niacie in ap- 
pointing sons to give the laymen a voice. 
If the synod gives the power Dr. Wilson, 
who was forced out of the church here for 
connection with the Salvation Army, will 
bo ottered the curacy of the church . 

Montreal, April 2 — The custom receipts 
at Montreal for the quarter ending March 
31st show a decrease of §56(5,000 compared 
with the Iir3t quarter of 18SH. 

Judge Taschereau gave a strange ruling 
in the court to the eil'ect that questions 
put to a witness must be in French. The 
counsel objected but the judgt) persisted. 
After recess, however, he changed his 
mind and the witness who could under- 
stand the English language was interro- 
gated in that tongue by the counsel. 

St. John, N. B., March 31.— The cus- 
toms receipts for March at this port wore 
#30, 000 less than in the corresponding 
period laHt year. 

Hamilton, April 1.— Thomas Young 
was committed to-day by Judge Sinclair 
for thirty days for contempt of court. 
When Bailiff Greenfield was taking him 
to jail in a sleigh, Young threw a buffalo 
robe over Greenfield's head and escaped, 
and has not been recaptured. 

Fubpekjcton, N- U , April 1. — The 



New Brunswick legislature was prorogued 
to-day. 

Ottawa, April 2. — Parliament voted a 
resolution of condolence connected with 
the death of Prince Leopold. 

In the supreme court to-day in the Per- 
thier election case Mr. Outhbert was af- 
firmed in his seat. 

Mr. Philippe Landry, M. P. for Mont- 
magny, has been served with a writ for 
sitting and voting in parliament in con - 
travention of the Independence of Parlia- 
ment act. Mr. Landry, as a captain of 
militia, receives $40 per annum, hence 
the action. 

Sir John Macdonald is still confined to 
his room. 

The Toronto livening Canadian, after 
an existence of about eighteen months, 
has retired . ^ 

Sir Charles Tupper has been confirmed 
in his seat. 

Halifax, April 1. — The customs re- 
ceipts here for March were §50,000 less 
than last March. 

Toronto, April 3. — -Valeria McKonny, 
an inmate of the lunatic asylum, murd- 
ered Rachel Stephens, another inmate, this 
morning by smashing her head in with a 
light bucket.. McKanny had been melan- 
choly for some time and last night was 
put into the refractory ward with Ste- 
phens with her to prevent Me Kenny sui- 
ciding. Mc Kenny afterwards died from 
excitement . 

Stonewall, April 1. — Doctor Pulford, 
assisted by Doctor McDonald, amputated 
both foot of the man, Thomas Franklin, 
who was so severely frozen some time ago. 
Five lingers were also taken oil', and al- 
though ho is an old man it is thought he 
may recover. 

Ottawa, April 2. The Typographical 
I'nion of Toronto has petitioned parlia- 
ment to enact a law restricting Chinese 
emigration to Canada. 

Halifax, April 1. Decision has been 
given in the Supreme Court in the case of 
the Queen vs. Lyons, on motion to quash 
a conviction under the Scott Act at 
Kemptville, King county. The convic- 
tion was quashed in this case as well as in 
the thirty tour others, and the Supreme 
Court decided thai the Scott Act w as not, 
and could not be in force m any country 
in Nova Scotia where licenses were not in 
existence at the time of the proclamation. 
The practical effect is to render illegal all 
proceedings taken under tins act in every 
county in the province where it has been 
ada| ted. 

Toronto, April '£. — An attempt at 
double murder this «.fteruui>n was made 
by Horace F Allkins, an artist, his vic- 
tims being his wife and a man named 
Hackott, an ex-street car conductor. It 
appeared that Hacked with Ins 
wife and mother, paid a visit to 
Mrs Powell's, .larvis street, and 
there met Mrs. Allkins. The party 
commenced drinking, and on Hackett a 
wife asking him to come home he refused. 
She went to Allkins and got linn to come 
to Mrs. Powell's. On entering the room 
where Mrs Allkins and Hackett were, 
Allkins found thorn drinking. Hackett 
endeavored to hide, and Mrs. Allkins 
went u]i to her husband and sat down on 
his knee and commenced endearing ex- 
pressions. By-and-by angry recrimina- 
tions in connection with Hackett's inti- 
macy with her took [dace between the 
husband and wife, and suddenly the for- 
mer drew a revolver and fired at his wife, 
the bullet lodging in her leg. Hackett 
sprang from his temporary hiding place, 
seized a stove shaker and rushed at All- 
kins, who tired in quick succession three 
shots, one taking effect in his groin. A 
desperate struggle ensued. Hackett dealt 
several severe blows with the coal shaker 
and succeeded in getting the revolver 
from Allkins The police arrested All- 
kins, who said lie was sorry for his wife, 
but wished he had killed Hackett. Mrs. 
Allkins and Hackett went to the hospital. 
Hackett s wound is considered dangerous. 
There is considerable excitement over the 
affair. 

I'iglil Iteixi Two lUoiiilH'i'S 
ol lll<> .>*'« Soillll Halts 
Assembly. 

A disgraceful light occurred within the 
precincts of the assembly on February 1st. 
Before the business was proceeded with 
Mr. Stuart read a letter from Mr. <i. H. 
ltoid refusing to take advantage of the 
Ministers' Seats Validating Act, but point- 
ing out that, being a minister it would be 
impossible for him to appear before his 
constituents, and asking Mr, Stuart to 
move that Ins seat be declared vacant. 
A debate ensiled which was characterised 
by much warmth on both sides, and in- 
terruptions and interjections were of fre- 
quent occurrence. Mr. Buchanan, evid- 
ently bearing in mind some remarks made 
on the previous evening by Air. Wisdom 
to the effect that lie was no lawyer, took 
occasion to contrast his success at the bar 
with that of Mr. Wisdom. Jn ten years 
Mr. Buchanan said he had made a fortune 
at the bar which brought him in .(.'500 a 
vear, while Mr. Wisdom only got a brief 
in an obscure country town. Shortly after- 
wards Mr. Buchanan loft the chamber and 
was followed out by Mr. Wisdom. Thoy 
met in the antechamber behind the Speak- 
er's chair. Mr. Wisdom called Mr. Buch- 
anan a liar and scoundrel. Mr. Buchan- 
an, who was standing with his hands be- 
hind his back, retorted "You are another," 
whereupon Wisdom struck the member 
for Mudgee two violent blows on the 
face. They closed and both fell to the 
tioor, breaking the chair. The wildest 
excitement ensued in the house and the 
hon. members rushed from the chamber 
into the antechamber and separated the 
combuttants. Mr. Abbott then reported 
the matter to the lmns'j and the galleries 
were cleared. A resolution was subse- 
quently proposed by Mr. Stuart, as leader 
of the house, and carried, that Mr. Wis- 
dom should be called upon to attend on 
February 5th (our latest dates are Febru- 
ary 2nd) to explain his conduct. Notwith- 
standing his severe handling Mr. Buchan- 
an appeared m the house subsequently 
and took part in the debate on the Medi- 
cal Bill, although his eyes were very much 
swollen. Mr. Wisdom absented himself.

Failure of the Attempt to Pre- 
vent the World Going 
Kound. 

Sir Alexander Campbell, in moving the 
second reading of the Vancouver Island 
Railway and Esquimalt Graving Dock bill, 
said that although the coal lands that were 
offered to this company had been known 
for vein's to exist on the island, only two 
had" been worked, and only one remunera- 
tively. These lands had been offered to 
the Canadian I'acilic railway livo or six 
years ago if they would construct the 
road , but they were unwilling to do so. 
The same lands, with others, hud also beon 
offered to the Clements company, who had 
also declined. This is not the property 
of the Dominion, but of the people of 
British Columbia, and thoBO members 
from British Columbia who opuoso the 
bill because the lands referred to are valu- 
able coa! lands do not oppose it on proper 
grounds. The amount to bo given to the 
company to enable thorn to construct tho 
road is $750,000, the same amount as tho 
Mackenzie government proposed to give 
them, and is now given in order to settle 
the disputes which had existed for many 
years with reference to the delay in the 
cominencment of the construction of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway. ThiB bill also 
proposes to finish a graving dock, for 
which purpose §250,000 were originally 
given, but as it was not completed the 
government considered it wise to finish it 
themselves as a public work, lie contra- 
dicted tln> assertion which had been made' 
by some hon. gentlemen in the house that 
the government would bo equally well 
pleased if the hill should be rejected, and 
said tin! government were most anxious to 
carry the measure through in order to 
keep faith with British Columbia. 

Mr. Mclnnes (New West minster) was 
very sorry, indeed, to have to place him- 
self in opposition to the government, but 
he felt it his duty to put his views before 
the house. Ho strongly opposed tho bill, 
which, if passed, would be most detri- 
mental to the province of British Colum- 
bia, to the Dominion as a whole, and to 
the Canadian Pacific railway, the shares 
of which would immediately drop from 
ton to fifteen per cent. Dunsmuir, nis 
son, and son-in-law are quite a financial 
minority. There are only four Ameri- 
cans in the company, but these own four 
Pacific railroads and another owns the 
Pacific mail steamship line, which has a 
monopoly of that part of the Pacific. Thi* 
company (the Vancouver railway) would 
receive immense quantities of coal, and 
for which they pay no royalty, as there is 
none in British Columbia on minerals, 
neither would they pay taxes. He claimed 
that if the subject had been properly ad- 
vertised English capitalists would have 
been certain to come forward. 
Air. McDonald supported the bill. 
Mr. Nelson opposed the bill. He said 
it had beon the hope of the people of Vic- 
toria that this railway should form a part 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, with the 
terminus of the Canada Pacific railway at 
Esquimalt; but if it would not, then too 
much money is being given away for its 
construction, because it will be an unim- 
portant lino.

Enter any cavern, 
such as Kent's Hole in Devonshire, 
on the driest and hottest day, or even 
after weeks of dry weather, and you 
shall find the roof wet with waters 
which have been slowly making their 
way from the surface, where they fell 
in the form of rain months before. 
Throughout the whole crust of the 
earth, except in a few spots where 
rain never falls, the same process is 
going on all the time. Only a portion 
of the water, which thus falls on the 
earth, ever returns to the surface in 
the form of springs. Artesian wells 
show how slowly some of the struta of 
the earth permit water which has tlius 
reached them to pass through; but 
they show also how large a portion of 
the earth's waters are already beneath 
tlio surfnee * * * It may well lie that 
the amount actually withdrawn from 
sea surface in this way, and not restor- 
ed, does not produce a change of leve^of 
more than a foot in a thousand years. 
Still even that would involve a very 
important alteration in the aspect of 
the earth in such a period of time 
as belong to a planet's history. A mil- 
lion years would reduce the sea level 
by a thousand feet, and a period of 
time which cannot be reckoned long 
when compared with the vast periods 
of which the heavens and the and 
the earth speak to us, every trace of 
water would have disappeared from 
tho surface of the earth.

The unitffl service ( Sazotte says: —

( Vntral Asia is almost incredible. Vet

| energy. This is uol a party question, or 
: at all events it ought not to be a psrty 
question, for on its prompt and satis- 
factory solution depends the interests 
an.i honour of England antl the very 
' existence of the Empire. Without In- 
dia the Itritish Empire would be maim 
ed indeed, and with our energies con- 
centrated on the preservation of that 
important dependency Russia would 
beat liberty lo work its sweet will on 
Turkey. If, therefore, Mr. Gladstone 
! persists in ignoring or underestimating 
! the peril, every Englishman, whatever 
I his political views on the treatment of 
Ireland, the Franchise Bill, tenant 
right, Ac, should give "his support to 
those who are opposed to the man who 
is false to his trust and country. But 
is the peril so serious, so close at hand'/ 
Many of our public men, either actuat- 
ed by party spirit or misled by igno- 
rance, asserted but a short time back 
that whatever might be the case in the 
distant future there was no ground for 
alarm at present. Events have falsified 
their prophecies, and have silenced 
these optimisis, for Russia has now- 
placed herself in a position to which it 
was held that she would not attain for 
many years to come. A fortnight ago 
we pointed out in general terms what 
the consequences of the annexation of 
Merv were. 

In a pamphlet by Charles Marvin 
entitled ''Russia power of seizing Her- 
at'' it is stated — "It was an oppinion 
held by the late General Skobelefi', and 
it is shared by many generals now in 
power in Russia, that the simplest way 
to finally accomplish the conquest of 
Turkey is to upsot our sway in India. 
The idea is not that Russia should 
take over the control of India, but that, 
posing as a benevolent Power, should 
help to shake off from the backs of 250, 
000,000 natives 100,000 tyrannical, 
money-grubbing Englishmen, of whom 
tboseoppresued natives are heartily 
sick."

Toi:il Abstinence, Temperance 
mid Christianity. 

'I o rut EotToi;.--As a sincere friend of 
temperance and total abstinence, too, and 
being withal a Christian, I venture to offer 
some remarks on these subjects in the col- 
umns of your paper. 

If wo look into tln> state of things pre- 
vailing when Christianity was promulgated 
and the world w as to become subjected to 
its blessed influences, we tind that matters 
of moral right and wrong had la i n made 
out to be matters of indifference, while mat- 
ters of indifference had been made out 
morally right and wrong, and as such, ob- 
ligatory without any individual choice 
against the first of these grave errors. The 
Baptist entered his solemn protest by a lite 
of rigid self-restraint, and by preaching re- 
pentonee, and his great successor did tin- 
same both by precept and example. Against 
tho second, the Saviour directed His action 
when He came as Hi said himself, "eating 
and drinking." By this double method, the 
reformation of the (alien was oucouiaged, 
while any such reformation on false prin- 
ciples was precluded. And with respect to 
this latter method pursued by Uiui, who 
was the perfect model man, great mistakes 
have been made and much querulous and 
contentious folly expressed by "the child- 
ren of the market-place. " Now, as the 
Baptist was only the total abstainer, and 
.lesus the temperate man, I make bold to 
affirm t his, that there me few facts iu our 
Lord's life, and few words of His blessed 
lips, on account of which men have 
bettor reason to thank and glorify Him for 
his wisdom, honor and manliness, thuii 
when He says "he came eating and drink- 
ing," and so confounded those w ho would 
establish the tyranin id a lictitious morali- 
ty. Indeed, as Mr. I'arrar well puts it, at 
the very start of Ills ministry the Lord 
demonstrated that "His sanction is to be 
given, not to a crushing esceticiesm, but to a 
genial innocence.'' We look on his religion | 
therefore as emancipating men from the 
assumed authority of man, whether used iu 
making the eommcudments of God of more 
effect, or in impressing restrictions of then 
own desiring as obligations of an agonizing 
scrupulous. We also conclude that when 
Hindoos, Mahometans, and other Easterns, 
come to si. ai tie- teei ol .losiis in their 
right mind, they will both return to a pure 
mural code and brush aside the artificial 
restrictions by which men 
Is it not then a cause of . 
sorrow, when < 'hristiau ad 
abstinence, going outside 
foundations which Christianity has laid 
(town, use arguments by which this heaven 
ly religion is held up to contempt and 
taunted with incompleteness, because for- 
sooth its Divine author ruunot be paraded 
us tho patron ol a tyrannical phurasuisiu. 
And if we look into the working of these 
systems, so belauded to the disparagement 
of Christianity, what do we lind - We find 
the Mahometans, Hindoos and Buddhists 
in respect of a high morality utterly . oi rupt . 
Ill respect of eisil and religious liberty that 
they just do not know what it is, and in 
respect of manliness and empire, that they 
have no expansive powei and do Iml hang 
together on the lingering traditions of the 
past and the accidents of Luropean policy. 
I ask, are Englishmen lo become thus de- 
praved and debased? If well-meaning 
social reformers may interfere with our 
personal libeity ami interdict us in what w'e 
are to drmk, why not , as among the model 
Easterns) also interfere with wdiat we are 
to eat. and then with w hat we are to read, 
(perhaps The Uolimial among the rest) 
and finally with whom we worship. Tyr- 
anny has oft conn; from kin^s and conquer 
ors; oft has it come just as heavily from 
pastors, and the people m .Massachusetts, 
to wit; why then "hire the Syrians lo I'lghl 
the battles of the Lord," or worse still, whj 
use over again l'ompey's elephant licit dis- 
ordered his own array ol battle and lost him 
the empire of the world.' Hut ■'wisdom is 
justified after children," and to effectually 
grapple with the evils of intemperance wo 
must remember that there are methods by 
which this great work may be carried for- 
ward and has been gloriously advanced, 
which do not involve Christian men in the 
suicidal folly of him who sawed uway Ins 
best at the branch of the tree upon which 
In- sat. With your permissiou I shall ex- 
plain in a future communication w hat these 
methods are.

LIFE OX THE RAIIi. 

'In-illing; Scene in t» Western 
tar. 

I I 

JjQcia, March 1)0.— Passengers on 
Chipii"o & Alton train that left Ivan 
;ity yesterday evening and arrived in 
_,oiiis this morning, witnessed a thrill- 
ing incident occuring at the dead of night 
and while the train was rattling along at 
the rate of about :(0 miles an hour. 
Among the passengers who boarded it at 
one of the way stations was a man named 
1'oWll, a druggist, of t/illiam , Mo. Con- 
ductor J. W. DutiBiuore came through the 
train from the forward part collecting 
tickets. When lie reached the place 
where Powell sat he stopped for his fare. 
Powell said that ho wanted to get off at 
Gilliam. "'Lhis train does not stop at 
Gilliam," said the conductor. "You will 
have to ride to Glasgow, as tintt's our 
nearest stopping place." A controveisy 
followed, in which Powell got very angry 
but finally paid his fares. Powell got up 
putsn? hapd in his pocket and followed. 
He overtook the conductor near the rear 
of the second car from the last. J ust as he 
had opened the door and was stepping out 
on the dark platform Powell came up, 
throw hia left around Dunsrnoro's head 
and pullod it back so as to expose his 
throat. At the same instant ho drew 
from his pocket with his right hand a large 
pocket knife, the blade of which was open 
and made a desperate attempt* to cut 
Dunsrnoro's throat. The conductor was 
at a great disadvantage in the darkness 
and one of his hands is maimed, and he 
has only a partial use of it. Still he was 
name, and throwing up his good arm, he 
managed to strike the hand that held the 
knife just as it was reaching for his throat. 
Tho effect was to change the direction of 
Powell's thrust, and the knife sank into 
Dunsfnore's cheek just below the eye. A 
hard pull at it made it tear its way in a 
sen|i circular course through the 
flesh, and baring the cheek 
bone for several inches Dunsmore 
clutched at the knife, but missed it, and 
Powell, still gurroting him from behind, 
ninde another thrust at his face, cut- 
ting the other cheek in exactly the 
same manner. Before lie could strike 
again Dunsmore, who is a muscular 
man, tore himself free and turning a- 
round struck Powell two heavy blows 
in the face with his good hand, knock- 
ing him back several feet into the ear 
through the open door. The passengers 
b) this-'tinie became aware of the des- 
perate struggling going on, and separ- 
ted the men. Powell resumed his sear. 
Dunsmore went through the next car 
and almost crying in his anger at the 
assault, begged that somebody lend 
him a revolver. One of the passengers 
on learning the circumstances, gave him 
a revolver, first, however, exacting a 
promise that he would use it only for 
the purpose of arresting Powell, and 
not for revenge Cocking the weapon, 
Dunsmore went forward to the ear- 
where Powell sat. As Dunsmore entc- 
ed the car with cocked revolver, gleam- 
ing eyes, mutilated face, and clothes, 
cheek's, and whiskers covered with 
blood, the picture was most dramatic, 
and the passangers, who did not know 
of the promise given by him when he 
procured tho pistol, were appalled at 
the prospect of a tragedy. Approach 
ing the seat occupied by Powell, Duns- 
more covered him with the revolver, 
ami, in a voice which was heard above 
the roar of the train, exclaimed: — 
''Now throw up your hands." 
Powell saw by the wounded man's 
eves that death was the only alterna- 
tive, and he slowly and suddenly rais- 
ed his hands above bis head and re- 
mained motionless. Dunsmore ordered 
him to give up that knife. Still hold- 
ing up one hand lie put the other in his 
pocket and produced the knife, which 
Dunsmore took possession of. He was 
then told that, he » as a prisoner, and 
he remained perfectly submissive until 
the train reached Glasgow, where he 
was given in charge of a constable. The 
conductor's wounds are not of a danger- 
ous character, but he will be disfigured 
for.life. 

A "Scene" in the Queensland As- 
sembly.— In the Assembly, on .January 
:i0, Mr. Morohead, the leader of the op 
position; moved the adjournment of the 
House to call attention to a breach of 
biith on the part of the government. He 
said before the House met the members 
were told that no important business 
would be transacted but, new measures 
were now brought down everyday in the 
absence of many niembora who would 
have liked to be present. Mr. Griffith 
(the Premier) denied that he had intro- 
duced any bills but the Exchange Hill 
which were not mentioned in the assembly 
Mr. Perkins made a savage attack on the 
Premier, saying that he had more than 
once been convicted of not telling the 
truth. Mr- Hurley stigmatised thin as a 
most cowardly attack. Mr. Perkins' re- 
marks were received with great uproar 
and cries of "ruflian," "shame," "kick 
him out." Mr. Gritlith moved that the 
member for Aubigny be not further 
head, A heated and excited discussion 
followed, and personal remarks of a most 
offensive nature being freely bandied 
about, Mr. Perkins called Mr. Brookes a 
"reformed drunkard," and Mr. Brookes 
called him a "great blackguard from the 
lowest degrees ef society." Being called 
to order, the latter withdrew his remarks. 
Mr. Morehead, supported by a majority 
of the opposition, objected, as the motion 
was striking at the liberty of speech. Mr. 
Hurley quoted the 95th standing order, 
showing that the house might deal as they 
thought tit. He had been ten years in 
tho New South Wales assembly, and had 
never seen such conduct as Mr. Perkins 
had exhibited. The Speaker ruled that, 
Mr. Griffith's motion was out of order as 
a precedent. The motion for adjourn- 
ment of the House was negatived. Mr. 
Guiflith moved -"That Mr. Perkins' 
speech be not reported in Hansard, as it 
was unfit for the records of the House." 
Mr. Mncrossan pointed out that Mr. Per- 
kins had not delivered a speech, but only 
read extracts. Mr. Hamilton st igmatised 
the Premier's motion as an attack on the 
privileges of the House merely to save 
himself from outside criticism. Mr. Per- 
kins referred to Mr. Aland, tho senior 
member for Toowoomba, as "holy and 
pious," and refused to withdraw or apolo- 
gise. The speaker requested him to with- 
draw while his conduct was under dis- 
cussion, and. after much discussion he 
withdrew. Mr. Griffith then moved that 
Mr. Perkins be censured and called on to 
inologise. An acrimonious discussion 
followed, and the motion was eventually 
carried, the voting being— Ayes, 37; noes, 
J'i "Mr Perkins then apologised, and 
mli'd he exceedingly regretted ho had made 
such false charge.! The motion for ad. 



jourhment was put and negatived. The 
debate on Mr. Griffith's motion was pro- 
ceeded with, and, after a pretracted dis- 

, cussion, the motion was can-id by 25 

I votes to 12.

(NO. 105.) 

TO KEUULATE THE REMOVAL OF 
BUIL DINGS. 

■\XTHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO PROVIDE 
Y T for the regulation of the removal of Build- 
ings within the City of Victoria. 

Therefore the Munici i Council of the City of 
Victoria enacts as follow : 

1. No person shall remove, or cause or permit to 
be removed, any building into, along or across any 
street without having llrst obtained permission of 
tho .Mayor and Council. 

i. All applications for permission to remove any 
building or buildings into, along or across any street 
shall bo made in writing to the Mayor and Council, 
anil shall describe the building and state its loca- 
tion, the place to which the building is to be remov- 
ed and tho streets required to be usrd in removing 
such building. 

3. The applicant for Bitch permission shall obtain 
from the City Surveyoi J valuation of the building 
he desires to remove auu shall enclose such valua- 
tion with his application. All applications for the 
removal of any building shall be accompanied, hy a 
lee of iff. and shall state the number of days required 
for such removal. 

4. No permission shall be given to remove any 
building into, along or across any street unless such 
building as aforesaid shall have been valued by the 
City Surveyor as being worth at least one hundred 
dollars, when it is necessary to have the building 
valued. 

f». Any person removing any building shall dili- 
gently, and with all practicable speed, remove the 
same on, along and across the streets and to the 
place where permission has been granted, and shall, 
w hile sueh building is being removed, place a beacon 
lig-ht on the front of such building and a hem On light 
on the hack thereof, and shall continuously k< ep 
such beacon lights burning from sunset to sunrise. 

(i. Any person violating any of the provisions of see- 
Cons one and live of this bylaw shall on conviction 
be/ore the Police Magistrate or other Justice of tin- 
Peace of tin- City of Victoria be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each violation 
thereof together with the costs of conviction and in 
default nf payment of any such fine together with the 
eusis ,,f eonvietion 11 shall be lav, fill lor tile Police 
Magistrate or other Justice ol the Peace convicting as 
aforesaid to issue his or their warrant to lev) the 
amount ol line and costs b\ distress and sale ot the 
offender's goods and chattels, and in ease no slltllci- 
cut distress to satisfy tho amount of tine anil costs 
shall be found, it shall he lawful lor the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice ol the Peaee as aforesaid to commit 
the offender to Die common ^aol tor an) period not 
exceeding one month.
